About daylight Wheaton s divisional 
brigade, consisting of the Twentieth 
United States infantry, the Twentv-sec- 
wid infantry, eight companies of the 
Washington volunteers, seven companies 
of tile Oregon volunteers, three troops 
of the Fourth United States cavalry and 
a mounted battery of the Sixth artillery, 
was drawn up on a ridge behind San 
pedro Macati, ^ mile south of the town. 
The advance was Hounded about 0:30 
a. rn., the cavalry leading the column at 
* smart trot, across the open to the right, 
eventually reaching a clump command­ 
ing the rear of Guadalupe. 
S u p p o r te d by the Oregon, the advance 
force o p e n e d a h e a v y fin* oil the rebels. 
The response* was f e e b le and desultory, 
A pparent ly coining from handsful of men 
un e v e r y covert. 
While the right column was swinging 
toward the town of Pasig the left ad­ 
vanced, pouring volleys into the* hush. 
A small body of rebels made a de­ 
termined stand at Guadalupe church, 
but the enemy was unable to withstand 
the assault. 
At 7:30 a. iii. a river gunboat started 
towards Pasig. The rebels were first, 
arte*tentered by this vessel in the jungle 
nea? Guadalupe. Steaming slowly, the 
gunboat poured a terrific fire from her 
galling guns into the brush. For about 
an hour the whirring of the rapid fire 
guns alternated with the booming of 
the heavier pieces on Ixiard. 
In the meantime. Scott’s 
battery, 
ashore, was shelling the trenches and 
driving the enemy back. The artillery 
then advanced to the ridge of Bamboo 
and drove a few of the enemy’s sharp­ 
shooters away with volleys from their 
carbines. Thr artillery then advanced 
and met with little opposition. 
In the meantime the infantry had 
been sent forward in extended order, 
the Washington regiment resting on the 
hank of the river, each regiment deploy­ 
ing on reaching its station and furnish­ 
ing its own supports. 
The entire column then wheeled to­ 
ward the river, driving the enemy to­ 
w ard his supports, aud then advanced 
on Guadeloupe. 
The artillery moved to a ridge com- j 
mantling Pasig and Pateros. 
By this time the enemy was rn tun 
flight along a line over a mile long, and 
the firing was discontinued temporarily 
in order to give the troops a rest bi tore 
making the attack on Pasig. 
The enemy’s loss was believed to be 
severe, but only eight Americans were 
wounded. 
After a short rest, Gen. Wheaton re­ 
am ed the attack on Pasig,

NEW RECORD IN KITEFLYING 


Bine H ill Kite* Sour to a H rlghl o f 
I2..VI7 Fret. 
The world's record 
for 
kiteflying 
was broken at the Blue Hill observa 
tory, near Read Ville, Mass., on Feb. 28, 
when 12,507 feet alleve the sea level 
was reached by a recording instrument 
attached to a string of tandem kite.* 
This is 383 feet higher than the pre 
ceding best record, made at the same 
place Aug. 2ti last. 
The flight was begun at 3 :40 p. in. 
. the tem perature at the snrface being 40 
and the wind IT miles an hour. At the 
highest degree the tem perature was 12 
and the wind velocity 50 miles an hour 
Steel wire was used as a flying lim 
aud the kites, four in number, were of 
an improved Hargreave pattern, with 
curved surfaces, made after the pattern 
of soaring birds* wings The upper kin 
carried 
an 
alum inium 
instrument 
weighing four pounds, which recorded 
graphically temperature, wind velocity 
humidity and atmopshereic pressure 
The cornbin* d kites had an area of 
205 square feet and weighed 20 pound- 
while the weight of the wire was 70 
pounds. The upper kite remained abov** 
two miles for three hours aud wa­ 
ngled in bv a steam windlass construct 
ed for that purpose 
When within half 
a mile of the ground the fastening on 
one of the kites slipped, and this car 
ried it up to the one above, the added 
pull snapping the wire and sending 
three kites adrift 
A search for the lost kites was begun 
and two of them were found at the 
Milton town farm. almut two miles 
away, but the third was not recovered 
until March 3. when it was found at 
Field’s Corner, over six miles north of 
the cher va tory 
The recording in stru ­ 
ment was found uninjured.

the last of a series of high flights made 
on five successive days.

Captain Roble.? I). Evans traveled 
frow Waahington recently with Oon- 
yreswman Hmm well of Cincinnati to Vie 
the gnent of honor at the Washington 
birthday celebration of the Stamina 
League Republican club and has since 
been made ranch of at the dribs and in 
society, especially as he is the first of 
the notable commanders of the Spanish 
war to visit Cincinnati. 
Everywhere 
tie has been pressed to tell the story of 
his experience 
“Yon employed os in that affair with 
the Spanish, and we think we did a 
good job of it.” he said in answer to 
one remark 
“ Bnt we had two ex cel­ 
lent bosHon —the clear headed Ohio man 
McKinley, and the practical Yankee 
Long, the, latter of whom let the nav\ 
attend to its own business while he at­ 
tended to his. We of the navy had felt 
for two years that war was inevitabl 
and had been quietly preparing for it 
at your expense and at the risk of Vie 
ing conrt martialed ont of the Bervie* 
if it shoo Id not come. About the only 
difference between the condition of tin 
navy a very few months before the de­ 
claring of war and when it was <11 a 
war footing was that it had increased 
by a second or two the speed at whit ii 
it could load and fire a shotted gun 
Twenty hours after the declaration of 
war the last cargo of spring chickens 
had pasaed into Havana harbor from 
Florida for many a long day. lf one til 
the throe or four shots fired by tin* 
(Spanish at us or as a warning when \v> 
were first sighted off Havana that night 
had struck us. Havana would have be* ii 
taken before morning. We had been 01 
tiered not to fire on the city, but we did 
«ot interpret this as an order not to i c 
turn firo. 
“ I consider it a remarkable record in 
seamanship that during all our main ii 
vering last summer no two ships col 
lided. Luck seemed to he with us too 
As an instance of the latter is the fact 
that Spanish gunners one day landed 
.and exploded three heavy caliber sin I! 
*on the Iowa in the very midst of . 
<tow of OOO mon. just as if the mi-sil. 
had been thrown into a closely crowd** ! 
hall or lecture room, and not a man was 
seriously hurt. One of the explosion' 
blew off the hats of 16 of my men. ane 
I was amazed to discover no bloodshed 
when the smoke cleared away. 
“An experience new to me was liar 
ing the Iowa put on picket doty when 
we were watching Cervera. All the fel­ 
lows who have written that kind of 
books say that battleships must be taken 
80 or 40 miles from shore at night, 
anchored first at one point and then at 
another, so that the enemy cannot lo­ 
cate them 
Admiral Sampson signaled 
me to take the Iowa up the harbor 
mouth. ‘How far up must I go?’ I sig 
Haled flack. I confess with considerable 
anxiety, as besides Cervera’s fleet, the 
forts and flatteries there were doubt­ 
less countless torpedoes in there. ‘Go in 
until yon can distinguish the move­ 
ments of a small rowing boat in the 
harbor,' came back the answer 
‘How 
long must I stay?* I again anxiously 
Signaled. 
‘All night,.” was the answer 
I went tip that harbor until I could not 
only plainly follow the movements of 
any small boat ahead of me with my 
glass, but could notice the blinking ey» s 
of the Spanish sentries as my search 
light struck them 
For 89 nights we 
kept that kind of watch on Cervera 
The answer to the oft repeated question 
of why did Cervera try to come out in 
the daytime is found in that nightly 
vigil. 
Had he tried it at night his 
squadron would have been blown into 
toothpicks by the watchful Sampson be 
fore he had fairly left the harbor. 
“ We all regretted that the Merrimac 
had to lie sunk in tile harbor. 
We felt 
that sooner or later we would have to 
go in thereafter Cervera and the wreck 
would, of course, be in our way. There­ 
fore we were all deeply thankful when 
we learned that sin had sunk in a way 
not greatly to interfere with a passage 
un the harbor 
Tho reason the Merri 
mac was sunk there at all was that Ad 
mil a1 Sampson received ord ers to hurry 
to the Mediterranean to intercept Ca 
mara'a fleet, and the blockading ti* * t at 1 
Santiago would necessarily be greatly . 
weakened accordingly. 
“ When Sampson signaled asking for 
volunteers to sink tin* Merrimac and 
tin* matter was announced, tin* 19 ofli 
eels and bOb men * if the Iowa at oner

I met him 
and clasped bis hand at the gangwav 
My men aloft, bared to the waist, glis­ 
tening with the sweat and blackened

their hands to that raft, w ith bodies I 
totally submerged, when the barge res­ 
cued them. 
I have thanked God many i 
times sin* ** th a t I retr tined from firing J 
on th a t barge. 
“ The night before Cervera m ade his 
•lash my executive officer reported to 
me indications of unusual activity in 
the heroor. 
He called my attention to 
the sev* rn I tall colum ns of smoke stan d ­ 
ing stra ig h t up in a ir from as m any of 
C ervera's ves*Ts. I d id n ’t trea t the m a t­ 
ter very seriously at the time, as there 
was nothing morn to be done on our 
part anyhow u n til they showed them 
selves, but my officer got o nt and made 
fast for instant use the signal announc­ 
ing th a t Cervera was com ing out. That 
is the reason the signal was displayed 
so quickly in the m orning when they 
did come o ut sure enough. A fin** sight 
they presented, too, a*- they cann*, like 
a lot of angry bulls, re; dy to go at any­ 
thing. They were all neat and clean and 
prettily painted. 
It seemed a pity to 
spoil their beauty. Ignite a different ap 
pearance did the Oregon present a little 
later as I recall her. 
W ith all that 
m ighty speed of hers she was pursuing 
th** enemy and seemed b u t a mass of 
smoke and flashes of fire. 
N othing else 
could you see but the stars and stripes 
crackling and strain in g above the flying 
smoke and fire cloud. 
“ Perhaps the scene th a t impressed 
me more than any other th a t great day 
was the coining on board of the Iowa 
I of Cervera. 
Bareheaded, barefooted, 
w ith only a scant undershirt, a bor­ 
rowed 
jacket 
m uch 
too small 
and 
draw ers to cover him, he was still ev­ 
ery inch an adm iral. 
I received him 
with the same etiquette and honors 
that I would have in New York harbor 
in tim e of peace. 
W ith my officers in 
proper position, m arines in line and the 
rest cd the crew mostly aloft, I m et him 
and clasped his hand at the gangw ay 
My men aloft, bared to the waist, glis­ 
tening w ith the sweat and blackened 
with the grim e of battle, who had been 
rescuing drow ning Spaniards and m in ­ 
istering to their wounded as tenderly 
as a m other handles her babe, set up a 
great cheer of welcome and adm iration 
For just a m om ent A dm iral Cervera 
gazed upw ard w ith an expression of 
pain and perhaps anger, seemingly for 
that in stan t m isinterpreting the cheer 
But a glance undeceived him, and for 
fully a m in u te he stood bowing and 
sm iling in every direction in answ er to 
th** increasing volum e of applause. 
“ The m en of our squadrons were, I 
believe, the fittest then th a t ever took 
part in a cam paign. The official records 
showed practically perfect health. 
If 
any other nation had intim ated in any 
very decided way th a t it was not fully 
satisfied w ith the results of the war. it 
m ight have been very u n fo rtu n a te for 
that very nation. 
I don t care to say 
an y th in g about expansion fu rth e r than 
this—th a t if our employers, the Aim r 
ican people, w ant the Philippines or a 
part of any other country I believe we 
can fix the job up for th e m ." — New 
York Sun

a mounted battery of the Sixth artillery, 
wa- drawn up oil aridge behind San 
Pedro Macari, y, mile south of the town. 
The advance was sounded about 0:30 
a. rn., the cavalry leading the column at 
a smart trot, across the <>jx‘U to the right, 
eventually reaching a clump command­ 
ing the rear of ( Juadalupe. 
Supported by the Oregon, the advance 
force opened a heavy fire on the rebels. 
The response was feeble and desultory, 
appert ntly coming from handsful of men 
in every covert.

be one among those in the army of San­ 
tiago. I shall never forget the eager de­ 
sire shown bv Yale to try to put her 
effort w here it could do the most good 
in 'dealing wit Ii naval matters. When I 
corresponded with Yale men as to the 
ship Yale.

The guns and their 
equipment, according to Senator Han­ 
na, were especially adapted for harlxir 
defence monitors. Each gun was to cost 
not more than $62,500. The amendment 
was finally changed so as to leave the 
matter to the discretion of the secretary 
of the navy, and it was pawed, with 
the rest of the bill, in that form 
The Gathmann gun is a new idea, 
aud it was put to test first several 
months ago at Indian Head and at the 
Sandy Hook proving grounds.

dence. 
The spot selected for the “ coonery' 
is a most picturesque one. On the north 
it is bounded by a cliff almost IOO feet 
high, on the %vest aud south by a cir­ 
cling ridge and on the east by an open 
space. There are several natural springs 
on tile land and many large trees. 
Mr 
Bryan will build a fence of wire and 
sheet iron five feet high around the en­ 
tire five acres. 
The wire netting will 
be placed a foot deep in the ground 
circling upward, so that when the coon 
digs down to get out he will meet troll 
blo 
The top of the fence will be of 
sheet iron, bent inward, so that the ani 
tnals cannot scale it Thus they will be 
kept in the inclosure with little diffi­ 
culty

We have never opposed the open 
door, and consequently we can take no 
other attitude than that which 
has 
b e n officially announced from our for­ 
eign office many times. 
“ But wv are wondering what our 
great neighbor to the west, the United 
States, will do in this emergency. 
It 
would seem now that the United States 
will be forced by the necessities of the 
case to take part in the deliberations of 
the nations concerning China s com­ 
mercial existence.

It would be expected that 
Russia’s <*mbassador here would say 
that nothing hostile had been done 
against your country by his own

position would be otherwise untenable. 
But Mr Hitchcock is a disinterested 
witness, and when he has so cordially

“ Russia maintains her old historic 
attitude toward this great nation

was one of the first to aid the founders 
of this republic, aud she has becu 
throughout its growth a sympathetic 
and sincere friend.

States needed the aid of Kussiu it would

A L B R I G H T , 
the harbor underfire from every gun. it 
seemed, o f Spanish fleet and fortress 
was the most terrible sight I ever saw. 
I can best deserilie it as hell with the 
lid <*ff. 
The next morning all we could 
see with our glasses were the tops of the 
Merrimack masts, to which wan fasten­ 
ed something resembling a raft. Then 
was no sign of life, and of course we 
thought it all up with our poor com 
rad**s. I had received orders from Samp­ 
son to allow no boat to approach the 
wreck, and soon my executive officers 
reported to me that a steam yacht was 
.drawing near to it and asked if lie 
should op**n fire. 
“ For some reason or other that I can 
not explain I decided for the time Ik 
mg to disobey orders and told my o ffi­ 
cer to wait a bit. 
Then we sayv the 
yacht take on board from the raft I have 
mentioned our comrades under Hobson 
Ha*l I fired, o f course they would hav 
perished, a^ would have Admiral Cer- 
vera. who was on the barge. 
I only 
learned on reading Lieutenant Hobson s 
recently published story that he and In- 
fellows had been clinging for hours with 
their hands to that raft, with bodies 
totally submerged, when the barge res- i 
cued them. 
I have thanked God many ! 
times since th it I retrained from firing ; 
on that barge. 
“ The night before Cervera made his j 
dash my executive officer reported to 
me indications of unusual activity in 
the harbor. 
He called my attention to 
the sev* val tall columns of smoke stand­ 
ing straight up in air from as many of 
Cervera’« ves*, R I didn’t treat the mat­ 
ter very seriously at the time, as there 
waN nothing more to he done on our 
part anyhow until they showed them 
selves, but my officer got out and made 
fast for instant use the signal announc­ 
ing that Cervera was coming out That 
is the reason the signal was displayed 
ho quickly in the morning when they 
•lid come out sure enough. A fine sight 
they presented, too, af they came, like 
a lot of angry hulls, re; dy to go at any­ 
thing. They were all neat and clean and 
prettily painted. It seemed a pity to 
spoil their beauty, ignite a different ap 
pearance did the Oregon present a little 
later as I recall her. 
With all that 
mighty speed of hers she was pursuing 
th** enemy and seemed but a mass of 
sm o k e aud flashes of fire. 
Nothing else 
could you see but the stars and stripes 
crackling and straining above the flying 
smoke and tire cloud. 
“ Perhaps the scene that impressed 
me more than any other that great day 
was the coming on board of the Iowa 
•if ( Vrvera. 
Bareheaded, barefooted, 
with only a scant undershirt, a bor­ 
rowed 
jacket much too small and 
drawers to cover him. he was still ev 
ery inch an admiral. 
I received him 
with the same etiquette aud honors 
that I would have iii New York harbor 
iii time of peace. 
With my officers in 
proper position, marines iii line and the 
rest of tho crew mostly aloft, I met him 
and clasped his hand at the g a n g w a y 
My men aloft, bared to the waist, glis­ 
tening with the sweat and blackened 
with the grime of battle, who had been 
rescuing drowning Spaniards and min­ 
istering to their wounded as tenderly 
as a mother handles her bab**, set up a 
great cheer of welcome and admiration 
For just a moment Admiral Cervera 
gazed upward with an expression of 
pain and perhaps anger, seemingly for 
that instant misinterpreting the cheer 
But a glance undeceived him, and for 
fully a minute he stood bowing ami 
smiling in every direction in answer to 
the increasing volume of applause. 
“ The men of our squadrons were, I 
believe, the fittest then that ever took 
part in a campaign The official records 
showed practically perfect health. 
If 
any other nation had intimated in any 
very decided way that it was not fully 
satisfied with the results of the war. it 
might have been very unfortunate for 
that very nation. 
I don t care to say 
anything about expansion fart bt r than 
this—that if our employers, the Ami r 
lean people, want the Philippines or a 
part of any other country I believe w* 
can fix the job up for them .” —New 
York Sun
